Jury for Fifth Week. 


The jury in the case of the 
Italian, Joe Fizini, charged with 
the murder of the Italian woman, 
Jennie Mongonio, near Bryan last 
fall, brought iD a verdict about 9 
o’clock Sunday morning assessing 
Fizini’s punishment at two years 
in the penitentiary. 
Two other 
Italians stand charged with mur­ 
der in connection with the same 
killing. 
The case of Dr. C. L. Versea, 
colored, charged with murder in 
the second degree, went to trial in 
the district court yesterday.

Instructs Attorney to at Once Br?n§ 
Action A gainst Detractors. 
St. Petersburg, March 26. — Father 
Capon. In a frank, open letter, has re­ 
plied to the attacks on his public and 
private life. 
He announces he has in­ 
structed Lawyer M. Margolin to bring 
action 
for 
defamation of 
character 
against his detractors and denies the 
charges of betraying and abandoning 
a girl while a prison chaplain. 
Father 
Capon explains that by refusing to fol­ 
low the rule of the Orthodox church 
prehlbiting the rem arriage of priests, 
which he declares drives th*' clergy to 
/ r e r e t immorality, h 
took to his bos­ 
om as his wife a girl whom he loved, 
and she Is still living with him. 
Continuing, Father Capon declares 
that of the $15,000 
which 
Premier 
WIttee gave through former Commerce 
Minister Timlrlazeff for restoration of 
the Capon labor organization, he only 
received $3,500, all of which he used 
to help workmen. 
The remainder, he 
alleges, was stolen by Mathusensky. a 
press agent and real director of the 
Father Cagnn movement, who was ar­ 
rested at Snratoff and brought to SC 
Petersburg for trial. 
Regarding the charge of gambling at 
Monte Carlo with 
the 
"mysterious 
money.” he says: 
“During the bloody 
uprising at Moscow' I received money 
for literary work, and while abroad, 
out of simple curiosity, I played for 
small stakes. 
I review my connection 
with 
the 
workmen’s 
movement 
to 
prove I never was an agent of the gov­ 
ernment, and I labor solely in the in­ 
terest of workmen.” 
When he returned to St. Petersburg 
he 
admits 
he 
communicated 
with 
Count Witte, who gave him permission 
to 
live 
here, 
considering 
that 
his 
work was "constructive and not de­ 
structive." 
Father Capon concludes with the ex­ 
pression of his firm conviction that 
history 
will 
demonstrate 
the 
“un­ 
frocked pope" lived for his country to 
the last drop of his blood and died a 
sentinel over the rights and liberty* 
of workmen and oppressed. 
The letter has made a good Impres­ 
sion, but Father Capon’s sincerity la 
sneeringly attacked by the Russ, which 
c/ills him a friend of General Fulton, 
former chief of police of St. Peters­ 
burg and a pensioner of Count Witt*. 
Emperor 
Nicholas, in receiving 
a 
deputation from Kazan province Mon­ 
day. employed a new and 
stronger 
tone. 
He said nothing about satisfy­ 
ing land hunger, and spoke only of 
the inviolability of property, inform­ 
ing the peasants that a recurrence of 
agrarian disorders and destruction of 
property would not only be punished in 
the most severe fashion, but communi­ 
ties participating in disorders would 
be deprived of the assistance of peas­ 
ant banks. 
Papers continue to be filled with ru­ 
mors of Premier Witte's resignation, 
which they say has been offered to the 
emperor, but not acted upon. 


C U R R Y S A F E . 


M akes Report of the Recent Battle 
W ith the Pulajanes. 
Manila. March 26.— Oovernor Curry, 
in his report to the government of the 
recent engagement with Pulajanes at 
Magtaon says: 
“We had a hard fight, 
in which Captain Jones of the constab­ 
ulary lost half his command, gaining a 
magnificent victory in the face of over 
whelming odds. 
The Pulajanes were 
under a flag of truce, and while prom­ 
ising to surrender immediately, opened 
fire, charging the constabulary. 
The 
leader of the Pulajanes 
ordered 
his 
men to first wipe out the constabulary 
and then capture myself 
and 
other 
Americans. 
I requested a company of 
Federal troops Immediately, and later 
on, 
when 
joined by this additional 
force, was prepared to wage a war of 
extermination 
against 
the fugitives, 
which is the only alternative. 
The 
constabulary did splendidly, though in­ 
ferior firearms, which were minus bay­ 
onets, placed them at a disadvantage.

Evangelist 
Andrews Talks Plainly on 


Practical Subjects— Morning Meet- 


ings Now Held at 


Opera House. 


H eavy tiring all along the line 
with the artillery advanced to close 
range characterized the Sunday op­ 
erations in the big revival at the 
Baptist church. 
The crowds at 
the m orning and night 
services 
were im m ense, and Evangelist An­ 
drews got right down to straight, 
old fashioned 
gospel 
preaching 
and warmed things up m ightily, 
so that at the night service six 
conversions were recorded and a 
solid foundation laid for some fine 


work this week. 
For the first m orning lesson the 
evangelist read from 
the 
sixth 
chapter of Deuteronomy, from the 
fifth to the ninth verses, wherein 
is em phatically set forth the com­ 
m andment to love God with all 
the heart, soul and m ight, and to 
teach this commandment to child­ 
ren diligently in the home and in 
the daily affairs and w alks of life, 
“ when thou sittest in thine house, 
and when thou w alkest by the way, 
and when thou 
Hest 
down, 
and 
when thou risest u p .” 
The second 
scripture lesson was from the sixth 
chapter of Ephesians, first 
four 
verses, embracing the com m and­ 
m ent to children to obey and honor 
their 
parents, and to fathers to 
“ provoke not your children 
to 
wrath: 
But bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition 
of 
the 


Lord.” 
The text of the morning sermon 
was the last clause of the fifteenth 
verse of the twenty-fourth chapter 
of Joshua: “ But as for me and m y 
house, we will serve the L o rd .” 
T he preacher briefly outlined the 
m arvelous 
cam paign 
of 
Gen. 
Joshua With the raw recruits of Is­ 
rael against a warlike enem y with 
walled 
cities, aud 
showed 
that 
Josh u a com m anded his household 
in the fear of God with the sam e 
d om inating influence that he com ­ 
m anded his arm y. 
Going directly 
into the heart of the subject, the 
serm on was given under three sep­ 
arate 
heads: Home G overnm ent, 
H om e T rain in g an d Home Relig­ 
ion. 
T h e preacher declared law ­ 
lessness and anarchy to be largely 
the product of the same elements 
in th e home. 
T h e disturbers of 
society and the schools \ n d those 
who m ake trouble everyw here in 
life are generally those who were 
never controlled in the hom e and 
have no appreciation of the p u r­ 
pose an d m eaning of the law and 
of au th o rity . 
Mothers and fathers 
w ho indulge their children in h a v ­ 
ing their own way are laying up 
trouble and strife, probably jail 
bars an d 
convict 
stripes. 
No 
greater injustice can be done to a 
child th a n such erring and m is­ 
guided indulgence, and to take up 
for them when they are wrong and 
in 
trouble 
with 
their 
teachers. 
Parents these d ay s act like they 
thought that h u m a n nature had 
changed since they were boys and 
girls an d are ready to believe any 
kind of a tale a child brings home, 
ju s t as if they d id n ’t know 
he 
w ould m ak e it as favorable to him 
self as possible. 
Teachers deserve 
th e confidence and support of the 
parent in th e ir w ork, and if they 


have been in the service any length 
of tim e are generally w orthy of it. 
T h is a n d m uch 
more was 
said 
along this line, and then the evan­ 
gelist turned his attention to pa­ 
rental exam ple and said that a man 
who would swear before his boy 


isn’t fit to raise pigs, much less 
children. 
“ God made every man 
to be a king and a priest unto his 
own 
household,” 
declared 
the 
preacher, “and as long as those 
who are dependent upon m e put 
their feet under my table and wear 
clothes I pay for they are going to 
subm it to m y authority.” 
Gad­ 
ding girls next came in for a gen­ 
tle rem inder that they should m ake 
them selves scarce and hard to see 
around depots and other public 
places where they have no business. 
T h e speaker declared a m an will 
devote six m onths, a year or two 
years to training a bird dog and 
expect to train a child in a day, 
w hen in fact it m ust be done 
line 
upon lin e , precept upon precept, 
here a little and there a little,” 
with applications of “ hickory oil 
and beach tree o in tm en t” when 
necessary. 
“ T rain up a child in 
the way he should go, and when 
he is old he will not depart from 
it.” 
In this quotation the preacher 
put the em phasis on “ train ” and 
“ old,” and declared th at most peo­ 
ple do not have sound horse-sense 
until they are th irty years old, and 
th e n if they have been properly 
trained they get down to a steady 
gait and begin to show their home 
training. 
The serm on closed with 
an earnest exhortation to 
b rin g 
C hrist into the home, an d a large 
num ber of parents stood up on a 
proposition pledging them to try 
to live rig h t and get th eir children 


saved. 


SUNDAY NIGHT SERVICE. 
T he S u n d ay n ight serm on was 
prefaced 
with 
scripture 
lessons 
from 
the th irte en th 
chapter 
of 
L uke an d the sixth ch ap ter of Ro­ 
m ans. 
T h e text 
was from Ro 
m ans 6, 28: “ F or the wages of sin 
is death; b u t the gift 
of God 
is 
eternal life through Jesus C hrist 


our Lord.” 
This was one of the strongest 
sermons ever delivered in B ryan 
against the usual forms of worldli 
ness, and the preacher declared 
th a t 
th e 
devil 
would 
rather 
have a respectable m a n ’s or wo­ 
m a n ’s service th an th a t of those 
who have gone to the extrem es in 
sin, because the former class are 
inviting and attractive in influence, 
while th e latter are repelling and 
a w arning against th e effects of sin. 
All the devil w ants is to have your 
nam e on his pay roll, and he would 
not have you an y worse th a n ypu 
are because he is 
a shrew d old 
devil an d would not destroy your 
influence. 
T he preacher arrainged 
card p lay in g for prizes, dancing, 
serving wine, theatre going, d eal­ 
ing in cotton futures, etc., as vast­ 
ly more in itia tiv e ^ dangerous to 
the y o u n g because of th eir a ttra c ­ 
tive environm ent, th an the saloon, 
the dance hall and th e gam bling 
room , t ^ p h i c h he declared their 
tend4 J ^ y i s to lead, and said th e 
wife of a M ethodist stew ard who 
served wine to him and four others 
on a serenade caused him to go 
down, down for fifteen years w ithin 
two doors ol dam nation, w hen he 
was saved by God’s grace and a 
m other’s prayers.’ H e said if he 
could induce h u m an ity to go on 
a strike the d e v il’s power would 
be broken; 
th at th a t the devil 
stands helpless in the presence of 
hum anity if the h u m a n race will 
refuse to co-operate with him . T he 
devil’s picture from th e Bible,” go­ 
ing about like a roaring lion seek­ 
ing whom he m ay devour, 
was 
effectively draw n, and the preacher 
declared if the devil had the power 
he would “ cast every 
christian 
m other and innocent babe into the 
fires of hell, set a bu rn in g torch 
to the world and consum e it, cause 
the planets and stars of the h eav ­ 
ens to crash together in m ighty de­ 
struction and chaos, snatch God

Samar, between the con­ 
li tabu I ary and Pulajanes was the result 
of bane treachery on the part of the 
natives. 
Aa a result of the fight thir­ 
ty Pulajanea were Allied and sixteen 
cf the constabularly were killed and 
wounded. 
Four chiefs with IOO men and four­ 
teen guns lined up st Magtaon. 
Be­ 
tween them and the barracks stood a 
group of Americans. One of the chiefs 
asked that hla party he photographed 
In the art of surrendering A camera 
was being adjusted when the leader 
blew a whistle and ordered an ad­ 
vance. 
The entire party of natives 
thereupon rushed upon the American 
officials, who escaped to the Magtaon 
river and swam to the opposite hank. 
When the treachery of the natives was 
apparent, the constabulary 
Immedi­ 
ately opened fire and a fierce fight en­ 
sued In which the constabulary gain­ 
ed a decisive victory. -The Pulajanes 
were chased to the mountains, but the 
pursuers lost more guns than they 
captured. 
The American officials were later 
found, with the exception of Governor 
Curry. He was last seen being chased 
by Pulajanes and It Is now believed 
he is in hiding in the dense brush In 
that 
locality. 
Three 
hundred 
con­ 
stabulary are now on the trail of the 
fugitive natives and searching for Gov­ 
ernor Curry.

The governor recom­ 
mends that section 120 be so amended 
as to conform to the language and 
meaning Intended, and sa; s there la 
no good reason why It should not be 
rt ctifled. 
The provisions so erroneously en­ 
rolled, are the first two sentences In 
section 120 of said hill and are contra­ 
dictory of what immediately follows 
in the same section. 
By their terms 
the candidate for any state or district 
office who receives a majority vote of 
all the votes cast in any county of the 
state or district (as the case may be) 
in the primary election, shall be en­ 
titled to the entire convention vote of 
such county In the convention called 
to nominate candidates. The next suc­ 
ceeding sentence, the validity and pas­ 
sage of which are not questioned, pro­ 
vides that “candidates for all state and 
distZ-.'ct offices shall, in the nominating 
convention, have prorated among them 
the convention vote of each county In 
proportion to the vote cast for such 
candidate In the primary election In 
such county.” However, the error may 
have occurred, It seems necessary that 
It should be corrected.
